OMAHA BEACH, France — From as far as California 
and New Zealand, the gray-haired men who risked their 
lives and lost their pals while making history 50 years ago, 
came back Monday for one more look at the once-bloody 
beaches of D-Day. 

They were praised by presidents and monarchs, and 
entertained by marching bands. But many came io a last 
private pilgrimage, not for the fanfare. 

“T came back to deliver thanks and a small prayer from 
many, many people back home,” said Bill Pepe, 73, a 
retired engineer from Hampstead, N.C., who landed at the 
peak of the fighting at Omaha Beach on June 6, 1944. 

“T thought I owed it not only to the people I fought with, 
but to everybody lying in those small graves up there,” 
Pepe said, gesturing to the American Cemetery on a bluff 
above the beach. 

Bill Clinton, the first U.S. president born after World 
War II, movingly evoked the invaders’ heroism in a 
speech at the cemetery, with its 9,386 graves marked with 
simple, white crosses and Stars of David. 

He said, “Today, many of them are here among us. They

About 100,000 people attended ceremonies to remember 
the day that 156,000 Allied soldiers crossed the English 
Channel aboard the largest armada in history and breached 
Adolf Hitler’s Atlantic Wall. 

The landing’s first day ended -with an estimated 10,000 
Allied dead and wounded, but it gained a foothold that 
allowed millions of soldiers to pour into France and, with 
Soviet armies advancing in the east, defeat Nazi Germany 
11 months later. 

On a damp, windy day much like that of the momentous 
day a half-century ago, Clinton, Queen Elizabeth II and 
other leaders of the Allied nations presided solemnly at a 
series of ceremonies along the Normandy coast. 

The climax was a multinational commemoration at 
Omaha Beach, scene of D-Day’s bloodiest combat. “I 
thank you for the world’s freedom,” French President 
Francois Mitterrand said. “What we won that day on the 
Normandy beaches was our freedom today.” 

Memorial services were spread across Normandy, draw- 
ing leaders of countries that participated in the invasion.

PLO leader’s widow joins peace negotiations 


. TUNIS, Tunisia — Six years ago, the Israelis assassinated Intisar al-Wazir’s 
husband. Now they will have to deal with her across the negotiating table. 

PLO chief Yasser Arafat has made her the minister for social welfare in the 
Palestinian National Authority, which will govern the Gaza Strip and the West 
Bank town of Jericho until elections. 

The job will inevitably bring her face-to-face with Israeli leaders who ordered 
the assassination of her husband, Khalil al-Wazir, Arafat’s revered military 
commander and strategist. 

“Mrs. al-Wazir was reluctant to say just how she would deal with the Israelis, 
but told The Associated Press: “We were enemies engaged in all kinds of war. 
Now we’re in a battle for peace, so we should focus on that.” 

‘So far, Arafat has named 15 people to the 24-member Palestinian National 
Authority. 

_Some Palestinians he approached have refused to join it, reflecting wide- 
spread criticism of the Sept. 13 agreement with the Israelis. Many Palestinians 
say Arafat gave too much for too little, and dislike his autocratic style of lead- 
ing.the Palestine Liberation Organization. 


Court says ‘no’ to drug-possession taxes 


WASHINGTON — States cannot add. drug-possession taxes to criminal 
penalties for people convicted of drug crimes, a divided Supreme Court said 
Monday. The ruling marked the first time the court has concluded a tax can 
amount to double jeopardy. 

Most states impose taxes on people already convicted of drug possession — 
the 5-4 decision striking down Montana’s tax cast doubt on those laws. 

Such taxes are barred by the Constitution’s ban on double punishment for the 
same crime, the court said. 

Writing for the court Monday, Justice John Paul Stevens called the Montana 
drug tax “a concoction of anomalies too far removed in crucial respects from a 
standard tax assessment to escape characterization as punishment.” 


Oliver North wins GOP senate nomination 


WASHINGTON — Oliver North won endorsements Monday from potential 
Republican Senate colleagues — but more on grounds of party loyalty than 
enthusiasm for a candidacy that has made many Republicans uneasy. 

'*North won the nomination at the state GOP convention Saturday, and pre- 
viewed his campaign theme with a fiery attack on Congress and career politi- 
cians. 

Virginia’s Republican Sen. John Warner already has said he would oppose 
North and support the likely independent candidacy of a former state attorney 
general, Marshall Coleman. Former Democratic Gov. L. Douglas Wilder is 
likely to mount an independent bid also, which would mean an unprecedented 
contest of four major candidates. 

A source close to GOP Sen. Phil Gramm of Texas, speaking anonymously, 
said the senator is no fan of North but views it as his duty to support the nomi- 
née. The source said Gramm is a close friend of North’s vanquished rival. 


New insurance policies available to save pets 


SALT LAKE CITY — Old Yeller may have lived a longer life had his mas- 
ter been able to obtain pet health insurance. 

‘For $10 a month, the lovable hound in Fred Gipson’s bittersweet tale could 
have been vaccinated and spared both rabies and his master’s rifle. 

‘Of course, pet health insurance did not exist in the book’s fictional past and in 
the real-life present, it is uncommon. 

«'Currently, only one major multistate carrier provides nationwide coverage, 
though smaller plans are springing up. 

““We find that the vast majority of pet owners don’t really take proper care of 
their pets,” said Dr. Scott Matheson, medical director for the Family Veterinary 
Hospital’s All Pet Complex in Taylorsville. 

Last year, Family, Veterinary Hospital launched a three-tiered dog and cat 
health plan. More than 200 pet owners have already signed up, and Matheson 
expects enrollment to double by the end of the year. 

The $10-a-month plan offers vaccinations, other routine treatments and sav- 
ings on spays and neuters.-For $7.50 more, the plan extends disccunts to med- 
ical, surgical, prescription and laboratory services: A $25-month payment cov- 
ers the full cost of medical, surgical and lab work up to $500. —

Clinton honors veterans 
at Normandy memorial

COLLEVILLE-SUR-MER, France 
— Among the monuments and the 
graves of fallen soldiers, President 
Clinton summoned the heirs of D-Day 
to wage modern missions of freedom. 
“We are the children of your sacri- 
fice,” he said Monday, commemorat- 
ing the 50th anniversary of the 
Normandy invasion. 

Clinton said freedom carries both 
price and purpose for “the longest day 
is not yet over.” 

At the American cemetery above 
Omaha Beach, deadliest of the D-Day’ 
beachheads, Clinton said that after 
words of tribute “we come to this hal- 
lowed place that speaks, more than 
anything else, in silence.” 

But not on this anniversary, not with 
perhaps 10,000 people massed in 
front of the memorial, with bands, 
honors, the boom of a 21-gun salute, 
the roar of U.S. warplanes sweeping 
overhead. 

It was the climactic ceremony of 
Clinton’s week-long journey to 
Europe to mark the anniversary, the 
last of five stops on Monday, on the 
sixth of June. 

It was a cold, gray day of remem- 
brance, but the sun burst through just 
as Clinton was introduced at the 
cemetery by one of the American 
heroes of Normandy, Joseph Dawson, 
of Corpus Christi, Texas, who, as a 
20-year-old captain, led his company 


\up the bluff above Omaha and first 


broke the German line. 

“And as others followed his lead, 
they secured a foothold for freedom,” 
Clinton said. 


The veterans are older now, their 
ranks thinning, their step slower, he 
said. “But let us never forget — when 
they were young, these men saved the 
world.” With that, he asked all the 
Normandy veterans “to stand, if they 
can, and be recognized.” 

They did, several thousand of them, 
row after row in ranks reaching back 
along the pathways between the white 
crosses and stars marking the 9,386 
graves at Colleville. 

“They were the fathers we never 
knew, the uncles we never met, the 
friends who never returned, the 
heroes we can never repay,” Clinton 
said of the war dead, his voice husky. 
He never knew his own father, who 
survived wartime service in Italy, but 
died in an automobile accident before 
he was born. 

At the cemetery, at Utah Beach, 
where Americans also came ashore 
that day, at Pointe du Hoc, where U.S. 
Army rangers scaled cliffs to knock

Clinton spoke both of history and the 
future. 

“Avoiding today’s problems would 
be our own generation’s appease- 
ment,” said the first president born 
after World War If. “Today our mis- 
sion is to expand freedom’s ne for- 
ward .. 

“Our parents did that and more,” he 
said. “We must do nothing less.” 

Clinton stood at attention as Taps 
was rendered at each ceremony. He 
smiled as an Army chorus sang “This 
is the Army,” the wry soldiers’ 
anthem, and sentimental baliads of 
the 1940s, in the misty,rain at Utah 
Beach. 
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a gifted leader and a superb adminis- 
trator. We all felt the keenness of his 
mind, and the power of his priesthood 
as he led us,” President Hunter said. 

“{ heard his voice rise to new levels 
of spiritual eloquence and divine 
utterance. Now that mighty voice is 
stilled; and we mourn with the entire 
Church at the silence,” he said. 

The speakers focused on President 
Benson’s active life and his ability to 
work hard. 

“I marvel that at the age of 14 he, as 
the eldest child, took responsibility 
for that immense farm and the variety 
of crops which it produced, while his 
father served a mission for two 
years,” President Hinckley said. 

“Small wonder it is that his frame 
grew large and his body strong. 
Robust health, the foundation for. 
which was laid in his boyhood, was 
one of the great blessings of his life. 
Until the last few years he was a man 
with tremendous energy,” he said. 

“A spirit of self-reliance was built 
into those who worked the: soil. 
Those lessons were never lost,” 
President Hunter said. 

“(He) never forgot that season of his 
life. In our council meetings, when 
we would be involved in discussion 
of a great variety of projects, and 
someone would suggest another, he 
would say, “We already have more . 
hay down than we. can handle. Let’s 
leave that for a while.’”

ocal victims of prostate cancer 


Golden said that-over 20 men are 
diagnosed with prostate cancer per 
month at Utah Valley Regional 
Medical Center. 

“Approximately one of every 11 
men will develop prostate cancer. 
Only lung cancer causes more cancer 
related deaths among men,” said Dori 
Kelsch, area director of the American 
Cancer Society. 

“But if detected early, prostate can- 
cer is treatable. In the past 20 years, 
survival from prostate cancer has 
increased from 48 to 70 percent,” she 
said. 

The Utah County support group 
began in November 1993. Golden 
said numerous men from Utah County 
were traveling to the support group 
meetings in Salt Lake City. 

“We held a workshop for local men 
suffering from prostate cancer in 
October, and over 100 men were in 
attendance,” Golden said. 

Golden said some men have prostate 
cancer and never realize it. “The can- 
cer can be there but never spread and 
never causes a problem, but usually 
does,” she said. 

Most men find they have prostate 
cancer. during a routine physical. 

“Your chances of being diagnosed 
with prostate cancer increase with 
your age,’ Golden said.
